RESOLUTION 


New Delhi, the 12th May 1947 
No , LR2( 103 ) . - The Government of India have had under their review for 
sometime past the necessity to bring about an improvement in the conditions of 
workers in the Coal Mining Industry . The report of Mr. Deshpande on the 
conditions of labour in the coalfields undertaken as part of a general investiga 
tión into labour conditions in the country , emphasized the need for forinulating 
and implementing a positivo policy in regard to the wages of colliery workers 
80 as to facilitate the development of an efficient, contented and settled labour 
force in the coulfields. The Report of the Indian Coalfields Cominittee Also 
stressed the importance of socuring fair wages to colliery workers . The Govern 
ment of India announced in December 1946 the formation of a committee to 
enquire into the busic wugts of collicry workers and to make recommendations 
on what should be considered as reasonable wages for the different categories of 
workers in the coalfields. Before the committee could assemble ili pituntion in 
rollicries had deteriorated considerably ; and as a breakdown in coal production 
would have bud serious repercussions on other industries . the (tovernment of 
India constituted u Bourd of Conciliation under the Trado Disputes Act , 1929 , 
for promoting settlement of thrt ( spiller pisong or apprehended in the cond 
fields of Bengal and Bihar. The Board have now submitted their report. The 
report is published as required under Section 12 of the Trade Disputes Act, 1929 
(VII of 1929). 
2 . The rocommendations of tbe Board fall into three groups , 
( 1) wage rates , dearness allowanco annual bonus and the institution of

( 2 ) annual leave, overtimo wages, permanency of service , protection 

against arbitrary punishment, compensation for forced idlenebo , 
rolieving stuff , issue of explosives free of cost, loang on easy terms, 
supply of uniforms and foot -wear, railway possca , transport faci 

lities from residence to place of work , etc ., and 
(9 ) improvement of medical facilities , water supply arrangements , 

education , improved rations, hours of work , standardization of coal 
tubs and application of the Payment of Wiges Act 

( 439 ) 
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The Report is a unanimous one, subject only to a reservation made by the 
representative of employers that selling prices of coal should be suitably increas 
ed to enable the industry to meet the liabilities aceruing therefrom . 


8 . The Board huve recommended thut piece -rates for miners, trolleymou 
and wagon -loaders should be increased from Re, 0 - 8 - 0 to Re. 0 - 12 -0 per tub of 
56 cft , and thut for a malo timc -r at worker the minimum busic wiige should 
be Re . ()-8 -0 per day . The recommondation relating to the basic wage of the 
underground worker is applicable to the coul- cutter who cuts (by pick ) and 
fills one 86 cft , capacity tub from a gallery laco per shift. Kates for other 
analogous Catogories of colliery workers should be. where necessury , adjusted 
80 us to accord with the general wuge level indicuted by the Bourd , The Board 
bave also suggested the standardisation of rutes for lead and lift yind have 
recommended certain busic seules 


In regard 10 deurnces allow unch the Board have rerommended that alt 
workers with a busie wage of Rs. 30 per mensen und under should be paid a 
deurness allowance yuul to 130 per cent of the basic wage AB ugainst the 
current rate of 10 ) per cent. and that the deurnens allowance rates for those 
with a basic wage above Rs . 30) should be revised suitably . Although the 
Bourd huve not specific the rates of increase for these groups , it has been 
ascertained that the intention of the Board was to give the following increases :

The ubovu ratus will be given effect to , according to the Report of the 
Bourd, from the dute of publication of the Report. Government trust that the 
Industry will work out appropriatem entem coli per piece -work rites for Ando 
gous workers and give effect tro them from the same date . The dearneba 
Allowance rates piroposed above would naturally be subject to rullation with 
changed circumstances . 


4 . The Bourd have recommended the grant ol 1 Amal bonum cqual to 
four months hasie wagen und tlimt it wbrould be split up into two methods of 
calculation :

8 . Although the recommenditions of the Conciliation Board are applicable 
only to colliuries in Bengal and Bihar, Government recognise that appropriate 
uction would be necessary in respect of coalfields in the Central l’rovices and 
elsewhere and will take necesAary nction as soon as possible . 


9 . Reference has been made earlier to the reservation as to the price of coal 
made by the Employers representatives on the Board . Government accept the 
position that the price of coalmust take into account the cost of the concessions 
now made to labour . They have , therefore , undertaken an investigation into 
the costs of production of coal, including estimated increase on account of the 
new concessions and propose to refer the question of price rovision to the 
Commodities Prices Board in the next few days . Government will endeavour to 
announce their final decision on prices during June, 1947, and expert that , 
with this aggurance , mine-nwners will proceed forthwith to implement the 
proposals of the Board . 


10 . As a result of the increases in wagon and denmens allowance , the grant 
of bonus and the institution of the Provident Fund Schema, the avernge varninga 
of the underground worker with a basic wnge of upto Rs. 30 per month will 
increnge from a minimum of abont Rs. 1 - 6 -0 to Rs . 2 - 7 - 9 a day , while those of 
the surface time rntod worker in the same wage group will incrcane from Rs. 1 -0 - 0 
to Rs. 1- 19 -2 a day . The cost of these honefits would amount to over seven 
orores of rupees per annum in respect of the Bengal and Bibar conlfields alone 
Government trust that the grant of these mubstantial concessions will bring 
nhout a marked improvement in the standards of livin , of collirry workers , pro 
mote the developnicnt of an officient , contented and settlen Inhour forre in the 
conlfields , ruhstantinly inetange the output and inaugurnte nn ern of industrin ) 
peace in the conlfelda , go indispensnhle for the general economy of the country :

LR , 2 (78 ), 
dated New Delhi, the 5th February , 1947 .

No. LR , 2 ( 78 ). - WHERHAS a trade dispute exists in the collieries in the Pro 
vinces of Bengal and Bihar , specified in the First Schedule annexed to this Order 
concerning the terms of employment of persons employed therein , and mort 
particularly , the matters enumerated in the Second Schedule annexed to this 
Order ; 

AND , WHERBAS, a trade dispute concerning the like matters is apprehended in 
all other collieries in the said Provinces , including the Giridih Collieries , wherein 
the employer 18 the head of a department und -r the control of the ( entrul 
Government ; 

Now , TEBREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by section 8 of the Trade 
Disputes Act , 1929 , the Central Government is pleased to refer the disputus 
existing or apprehended as aforesail to a Board of onciliation for promoting in 
settlernent thereof and to appoint the following persons as chairman and 
members of the Bonrd respectively , namely : - -

2 . The Government of India , Department of Labour , also issued the following 
Press Note , dated New Delhi, the 6th February , 1947 :-- 
“ BOARD OF CONCILIATION FOR COLLIERY LABOUR . BREAKDOWN IN PRODUCTION TO 

BE AVOIDEI). 
In their Press Site of December 9 , 1946 , the Government of India 

constituted it Committee designated the Coal Mines Wages Enquiry 
Committer to enquire into and make recommendations in respect of 
workers in ( oal \Iines. For unavoidable reasons the Committee 
could not ( onumence its work ret und meanu hile the situation in 
( ollieries has deteriorated considerably . The breakdown in coal 
production will have w .ost serious repercussions on other industries 
which depend on coal unit will this greatly imperil the general 

econom of the countil . 
The Ciovernment of India llave , therefore , constituted i Board of Concilia 

tion under thin Trade Disputes Art , 1929), conposed of ( 1) Mr. W . R . 
Puranik Retired Judge of the Nagpur High Court (Chairman ), 
( 2 ) Mr. S . F . Tarlton , (3 ) Mr. D R . Rathor . ( 4 ) Professor Abdul 
Bari, and (57 ) Mr. P . C . Bose (Wernhers ). The Government of 
India hope that emplovers and workers will fully ("O - operate in 
making the efforts of the Board a success . 

STRIKES AND LOCKOUTS DECLARED ILLEGAL 
They also wish to observe that under clause (iii ) of Order No . LR . 16 ( 10 ) , 

dated December 19 , 1945 , which continues to be in force , the trade 
( lispute having been referred to a Board of Conciliation , no person 
einploved in coaluines in the areas covered shall go or remain on 
strike and no einplovor in any of the undertakings concerned shall 
lock out or continue to lock out his einployees during the period 
until the expiry of two months after the conclusion of the proceed 

ings of the Board of Conciliation . 
Instigation or inciting others to take part in or to act in furtherance of a 

strike or lockout will also be illegal. " 
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3 . The Chairman arrived in Dhanbad on the 11th February , 1947 , and 
immediately contacted all the other members to forniulate the line of concilia 
tion that should be adopted . The Board had its first meeting on the 14th , and 
thereafter until the open session , inet on the following days : 

16th February, 
21st February , 
24th February , 
8th March , 
12th March , 
13th March , and 

14th March . 
4 . There was somne doubt as to whether the Board was to restrict 115 Scope 
of conciliation only to the collieries that were mentioned in the above - quoted 
notification , but it was made clear by the Government of India in the Labour 
Departnient, through it press note , datert 20th February 1947 (reproduced below ) 
that the intention was that the Board should conciliate into all the disputes 
that may be rxisting or are ipprehender in the coalfields of Bengal and Bihar. 
It was also made clear that the Board was not to restrict its findings only to the 
demands of the coalmine workers mentioned in the Second Schedule of the Noti 
fication , but to promote a nottleulent of whatever demands, - uch as profit 
sharing bonus , grande sistem , etc ., that may be put before the Board by the 
workers :

PRESS NOTE 
In a press note dated the 5th February 1947, it was announced that a 

Board of Conciliation had been constituted under the Trade 
Disputes Act, 1929 , for promoting a settlement of certain trade 
disputes in the collieries in Bengal and Bihar . According to the 
terms of the notification dated the 5th February , 1947, relating to 
the constitution of the Board , it is required to enquire into all the 
disputes existing or apprehended in the coalfields in Bihar and 
Bengal and to endeavour to promote a settlement thereof. The 
list of matters under dispute published with this notification is 
by no means exhaustive nor is it necessary statutorily to publish a 
complete list of all matters in dispute . The Conciliation Board has 
full discretion to enquire into other matters concerning the terms 
of employment of colliery workers , e .g ., profit sharing bonus , 
grade system , etc ., and there is no ground for the apprehension 
felt in certain quarters that the scope of the Board s work has been 

restricted by the limited terms of reference .” 
5 . A general circular (Appendix 1) ras issued on the 17th Februar 1947 to 
the various labour unions of Bengal and Bihar coalfields asking them to send a 
written memorandum of the grievances of the coalminers whom they represent 
and the reply was asked for by the 1st March , 1947. In order to save time, the 
organisations of the mineowners were supplied simultaneously with a list of the 
demands which were commonly put forth by the coalminers of the two coal 
fields (Appendix 2 ) and they were asked to let the Board know in writing which 
of these demands they were prepared to redress . Their reply was asked for by 
the 4th March , 1947. The representatives of the Industry requested that the 
time for the submission of their reply should be extended up to the 8th March , 
1947 (vide Appendix 3 ) . The request was agreed to . 
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6 . In the interval, the Board thought their time would be best utilised by 
making personal contacts on the spot with the miners , owners , managers of 
collieries , representatives of unions and by studying personally the conditions of 
work other service conditions, housing, drinking water and sanitary arrange 
ments . For this purpose the Board , with the assistance of the Chief Inspector 
of Almes , randomly selected collieries which were to give then an opportunity of 
obtaining an insight into the working and living conditions of first clase , second 
class , and third class colliories and collieries owned by Gujratis , Marwaris , 
Europeang, Bengalis and Punjal, and others and also the Railway-owned 
collierioa . The following collieries werr , therefore , visited - -

7. It might be mentioned in passing that when the Board assembled in 
Dhanbad , the atinosphere prevailing in the Bihar Coalfield was far from satis 
factory . Strikes were existing and thrents of strikey at various collieries had also 
been given , but the situation soon ( ulmed down . The response to the Board s 
invitation to labour uniong to represent the grievances of the coalmine workers 
was spontaneous . A certain number of unions , which are run by Sootalist 
leaders , however , did not respond, on the Socialist l artr was not satisfied with 
the composition of the Board Thry , therefore , kept themselves aloof. They , 
howevor , absured the Chairman that though ther rould not co -operate with the 
Board , they would , at the same time, not be obstructive in any way. 

8 . A dispute was also existing in the Sijna ( Jharia ) Electric Supply Co . 
Though this is not a colliery , hut in electric power is supplied hv this company 
to the whole of the Jharia Coalfeld any stoppage of work in this establishment 
would have affected the production of the whole coalfield . The Bihar Govern 
ment, by their notification No . 976 XL ( S ) -26 / 47 - L , dated Ath February , 1947 , 
reproduced nt Appendix 4 . naked the Board to conciliate in the dispute of that 
Company Also The demands for portrege , hv the workers of the Company, were 
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the same as those of the colliery workers . A copy of those demands was , there 
fore , sent to the munagement of this Company ( enclosure to Appendix 5 ) and 
they were asked , as in the case of the mineowners, to let the Board know which 
of these demands they were prepared to redres . The reply of the management 
16 at Appendix 6 . The union of the workers employed in the Electric Company 
was also asked to submit it mtmorunduni ni the grievances of its meinbers and 
the reply of the union is at Appens 5 . 

4 . A lint on the Unions that submitted y Walttan memoranduni is given at 
Appendix 7 , while the Industri decided that they would submit a joint memo 
randum (Appendix A ). 

10 . From the memoranda 11.6 bed Trom the l mons , it appeared that there 
were some extra cleinands which ihr wanted to heledressed .

17 . We now proceed to give our findings on the general lemunds submitted 
to 18 . 

( 1) Recognition of Unions. Lubom clined that all l uolls pluing for 
rocognition should be recognised by the inspective Management 

As lowever the Indian Trude Unions Act, 19120 in likely to be amended 
shortly by » Bill now before the l entrul Isscnibly , and all such Bill provilles 
the nocessury machinery for cognition , we deal only with the interim period . 

For this interim period , we are of the opinion that Unionnalready wormed 
nud with whom Members of the Industry bonul entered into negotincions prior to 
the constitution of this Board of ( onciliation , whould be recognised without 
further delay, provided they comply with the following conditions - 
(n ) that all the ordiury members of the union be workers employed 

in the coal industry : 
(b ) that the union be a registercil trade union w er the prement Franco 

Unions Act or undertakes to apply for such registration im 

mediately : 
( c ) that its rules do not felule mrembers on mommunal or religionig 

grounds ; 
(d ) that its rules Iny down a procedue for declaring n strika und in 

particular provide for 14 days notice and guarantee that anfety 

men in no circumstances will be called out on strike ; 
( e) that it is a trade union representative of the workers 
( f) that the wion will not support in illegal strike 
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(2 ) Increased Wage Rates . This being the most important item of labour s 
demands , has had our very special attention , and has called for consideration 
of many aspects of the wage struoture , and in particular the following : 

(a) Present wage level ; 
(b ) Cost of living , on both existing und desirable standards of nutrition ; 
(0 ) Shortage of food , cloth , and all other commodities ; 
(d ) Real money values of increased wayes resulting from ( c) : 

(e ) Hffect on production). 
Our conclusions are : 
(1) That the minor, trolleyman , und wagon loader call for preferential 

treatment , in view of the strenuous nature of their employment , 
often under trying condition .

bub , but we are antisfied that given the necessary endeavour on the part of 
the miner, and provision of the requisite facilities by the management, the 
vast majority of workers can cut and All 11 tubs per shift and thus reallge 
weekly earnings of - 

RA 1.5 for 4. 7 shifts per week , and Rs . 19 / 2 for 60 shifts per week 
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We consider that the workers leaders should spare no effort in encouraging 
this additional effort, and at the same time the management must see thaf 
the requisite facilities are maintained at the highest possible lovel of etti .

We are of the opinion that the workers claims for uniformity in the rntes 
for lift and lead are sound , as not only will such uniformity provide adequate 
recompenge for expenditure of energy according to height and distance nego 
tinted , but will quicken the incentive of managements to reduce these lundi 
oape to the minimum , and thus produce beneficial results by improved output 
per man shift ( O . M . S .)

We feel it is impossible for us to prescribe rates in detail to cover all categories 
of collieries and all combinations of conditions and we therefore look to the 
industry to honour this conciliation and adjust its piece rates to comply with 
the general wage levola we have indicated . At the same time we expect labour 
to air their grievances within these recommendations. Should however it be 
found that complaints arise from either party , wo feel that the good offices of 
the Government of India Conciliation Officer , or in technical matters the ger 
vices of a gonior officer of tho Department of Mines will suffice to settle such 
disagreements in conjunction with representatives of either party . 
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(3 ) Four Months Bonus. -- There is i general demand , based we believe , 
on two premises -- 
(a ) That it is alieady being granted to colliel y workers of the lati Iron & 

Steel Co , Ltd and should therttolt be injoyed by workers em .

( 4 ) Grading - We find that guiding of wages imon , st piltl workers is neither

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(5 ) Payment of seven days wages for six days work . The wage levels we 
recommend are such that we do not feel it necessary to consider this question . 

(6 ) Annual Leave . - - We consider that the provisions for leave introduced by 
a large section of the Industry in September 1946 and attached hereto as Ap 
pendix " A " are fair and reasonable , except that we recommend 14 days leave 
with pay for monthly paid staff instead of the 12 days non in force . 

( 7 ) Sick Leave . - The existing arrangements for sick leave , we find generally 
adequate , and we beliere that prescribing hard and fast rules in this connection 
would often militate to the worker s disadvantage . 

In niost cases employers pas - 8 - a clay (which will inclease to - 10 , - i day, 
with the recommended increase in dearness allowance from 100 per cent. to 150 
per cent.) together with all hospita isation charges , and we find this to be work 
ing satisfactorily . We recommend however it continuance of the sympathetic 
consideration alreadı given to all difficult and perhaps persistent cases . 

(8 ) Casual Leave . - Ile find 10 justification for this demand . 

(9 ) Poojah Leave . -- We consider that where closire s this may be taken frou 
the accrued mai leate , but that pilvinent for 12001 h class it much ( blot he 
supported . 

( 10 ) Overtime.- - The Industry in its written reply his agreed to payment of 
all overtime in addition to payment for the rest var already in force ) at 11 times 
the normal daily rate , 

This compares tautaiurably with the requirements of the Factors atrot which 
takes plo ( ognisance of the rest day for computation of overtime rates . " 

We consider this to be it reasonable concession and we do not support the 
demand for double tiine . 

( 11) Payment on a monthly basis .- lle hilpp. uot been satisfied either by our 
owu knowledge, nor yet by evidence given before us that this claim can be subs 
tantiated . On the contrari , we feel that the large majority of workers prefer 
weekly payment. 

In the case of piece workers , the proposal itppears to us to be both impracti 
cable and undesirable . 

(12) Provident Fund .--- The demand for Provident Funil was accepted by 
the Industry in its written reply , but oil it voluntary basis . 

Under oral examination however the Industry igreed that this should be made 
compulsory . 

We ourselves are of the opinion that it is imperative for contributions to be 
compulsory as otherwise we know that few if any would contribute , and the 
whole object of provision for old age would be nullified . 

Suitable rules must now be frumeil by the Industry in subunitten tus Cirscorn 
ment for approval. 

( 13 ) Gratuity and old age pensions. - ) 1 view of the fact that he have 
recommended a substantial bonus which makes for an annual lump suin benefit . 
and that a Provident Fund is to be established which will provide for oli age , 
we do not recommend either gratuity or an old age pension . 

( 14 ) Permanency of service and protection against arbitrary punishment. 
We have examined the Draft Standing Orders (Appendix 16 ) already introduced 
by the Industry , and we are of the opinion that they have been most carefully 
compiled , that they will provide permanency and will give the necessary pro 
tection against arbitrary punishment . 

( 15 ) Compensation for forced idleness . -- The Trilustrı bas in its written reply 
acropter the justice of making it compensatory payment in cases where a worker 
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has presented himself for work , and through no fault of his own , such work in 
not available due to a short and temporary stoppage or breakdown . In fact such 
payment is already being made and should continue to be made , but should 
be a fair compensation for the time so lost . 

We agree with the Industry that it is not feasible to institute & retention 
allowance for the reasons stated in their reply . 

We do however feel that wagon loaders are a special case where alteruativo 
work , or failing which , some form of reasonable compensatory allowance must 
be provided where provision has not already been made, owing to the chronio 
irregularity of wagon supply . 

There are some grounds for complaint concerning short or late tub supply , 
but we feel this can best by met by stacking coal at site , and in any case , the 
miner is at liberty to transfer to another colliery where better conditiong 
obtain , Ag short tub supply is by no meuns general, 

( 16 ) Roleving Staff - - Wo are wholly in favour of there being adegnute 
relieving stuff , and where non -existent or in short supply the deficiency should 
be made good . At the same time occasions must arise due to epidemics or 
other causes when a large percentage of workers is temporarily non -available , 
and at such times the remaining workers must accept the position unil ço 
operate to keep production at its optimum , 

( 17) Hours of work . These are regulated by the Indian Mines Act and 
are at the present time under revision by the Government of India . We do 
not therefore feel called upon to expresg an opinion . It is however important 
that whatever the hours may be , there should be rigorous observance . 

(18) Promotion by Seniority . - We accept the view of the Industry that 
other things beng equal, seniority is given and will continue to be given duo 
weight. 

( 19 ) Surplug Coal, - We are of the opinion that for all concerned it would 
be better if the practice of computing surplus conl be abandoned . We are 
aware that in several cases where the system obtains , all conl found “ surplug" 
on despatch is credited to the miners at the full tub rute . It is even under 
stood that tlie miners themselves like the system , ug it involves payment of 
an unexpected bonus. At the same time we feel it does lead to misunder 
standings which can well be avoided , 

Our view is that the inanagement must insist on securing such a standard 
of tun loading that when full tubs reach the surface the contents are level 
with the top of the tub . This is the unit for which puyment is made , and 
variation either up or down can only lead to friction . 

(20 ) Fallen Coal. - It has been stated before us that in cases where & 
derailment oc ur s and in consequence the loaded tub is either partially or 
coinpletely einptied , no credit is given to the miner for cutting and loading 
that tub . We cannot accept this view as it is customary for the underground 
munali and /or girdar to record all tube at the working frce. If however cames 
do exist we or at one with the workers in recommending that the omission 
be rectified without delay. 

(21) Standurdisation . - We are in support of the proposal that the size of 
tuhy should love standardised and recommend that to conncities only be 
built in future , i. e ., 80 and 86 c .ft., with the proviso that emaller tubs may 
he used in this seams where the height of roadway in the determining factor . 
We should restrict ourselves to recommending A 90 ( u ft . only , but we are 
awore of cond ions where nothing larger than a 80 cu .ft. tub is a possibility . 

We recominend thirt all tubs in exceR8 of 80 cu .ft. he reduced to this 
capacity within a period of two years , 
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We are of the opinion that a common source of friction would thus be 
removed . 

These recommendations , however, do not apply to the use of " mine cars " , 

( 22 ) Oost of Explosives . We are in agreement that the owner should pro 
vide the miner with explosives free of cost subject to such restrictions as will 
discourage theft and excess consumption . 

(23 ) Contract System . - It was recommended by the Royal Commission on 
Labour, fully supported by all Committees from time to time appointed there . 
aftur, that the Raising Coutract system should be abolished . Wo are buppy 
to record thuit extensive steps have been taken by the Industry to this end , 
but unfortunately in some cases , particularly in collierieg owned by the State , 
the systers still obtains . We are emphatic that the time has now arrived 
when it should be fully and finally abolished . It has undoubtedly led to 
widespread irregularities and malpractices and we unreservedly condemn . 

We make the exception as to overburden removal, as we appreciated the 
iinmenge Jifficulties in keeping tally of multitudinous small excavations , de 
partınental control over which being likely to lead to worse irregulurities , 
There we feel that malpractices can be avoided by payment from the contrac 
tor s account to the workery direct by the rnunagement, in conformity with # 
list of earnings submitted by the contractor , which would be subject to 
scrutiny. 

So long lowever , as the contract system continues , the labour employed 
therein and also in all piece - work sygtums, shall be paid direct by the Manage 
ment, ani such labour shall be entitled to all the amenities enjoyed ty 
workers of the same categories us if directly employed , 

( 24 ) Payment of Wages Aot . A cleiin has been put before us for appli . 
cation to the Coal Mining Industry of the Pryment of Wages Act . 

We have not learned , nor have we been informed of any irregularities 
neconsitating its application , but there are complaints of excessive fining . On 
this point there are two views. The objection of the Industry is that acts of 
omission or commission in a mine may be of such # serious nature that 
literally lundreds of lives may be lost and that hervy fining when such acts 
are found provides tho only deterrent . We are impressed by both points of 
view , but we feel that the remedy for indiscriminate fining is now embodied 
in the Industry s Standing Orders ( Appendix A ) and thut application of the 
above Act is therefore perhaps unnecessary . If, however , the Payment of 
Wages Act van be applied to the mines with such modifications as will suit 
the special conditions obtaining in the Industry , we would support its appli 
cation , 

125 ) Loan , on Easy Terms. -- It is true that labour at times do require 
loans on easy terms and at present they are at the mercy of certain Kabulig 
and chaprasis who meet their requirements on payment of excessive interest 
rates . In order to get over this trouble , the better course would be thc start 
ing of cooperative credit societies with the help of the Managenents . To 
obvinta the necessity of borrowing at all , we have recommended payment 
of four months honus. With this grant it should not be nocessary for them 
to borrow , but if for special and unavoidablo reasons a loan is still required , 
then the assistance of tho cooperative society may bo sought. Thi appears 
to us to be a proposition more conducive to responsible citizens in than to 
fuggest that Managements be asked to grmt loans ou easy tones 

( 26 ) Free Uniforms. — The demand for supply of footwear and in to 
those who works in the mines docs not prear to be unreasonable . We kro 
not in favour of allowing these free to labourers . "Ticy may , however , to 
issued nt concession rates , so that they may take care of thom and not waste 
material. It is , however, doubtful whether this is possible in the present 
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circunstances when cloib cannot be had in plenty . In Any case we recon 
mend that the system of supply of ( niforms und footwear at concession rale , 
to workers in mines be introduced ils early us possible . 

(27 ) Railway Pagge8. - A demand has been put forward tor payment of 
truvelling fares when they go home. If the labourer is steady and works tur 
at least 100 or 205 days us the case muy be in a year as is expected of him , 
then there shuull he no difficulty in acceding to this demand and we under 
stand thut the Industry has no objection to this being met. But in the case 
of thosc wh ) work only for a few days and go back , or 1requently absent them 
belve s even without proper notice , no payment of any kind should be allowed 

( 28 ) Conveyance Facilities . The demnand of the labourers for conveyanco 
facilities to reach collieries from their homes in the villages and back is 
fræuglit with several difficulties . It is probable that in many cases there is 
no proper road , nor railway running between the two places . On main roads 
lorrios are generally suull bringing the labour from their homes to work . We 
recomand better housing conditions for colliery workers and in the neur future 
it is expected that all Amployees will reside in houses built for them either 
by Govorilnent Llırough the Welfare l und or by the Management near their 
own collieries and the question of recruiting labour from noighbouring villages 
anuy 600n1 disappeur . All ondeavours must be made to be that the labour 
is steady , stays in the houses meant for thein und works at proper bours , 
If the demand for conveyance fucilities is granted at this stage, it will en 
courage labour to continue to live in villagos and not in the houses that are 
to be built for them or are being built for them . Under the circumstances , 
we do not propose any change in the existing conditions 

( 20 ) Pithoed Baths . The demand for pithead baths on behalf of labour 
is superhuolis ingamuch us legislation has made it compulsory for all colliery 
Owners to provide them . We have noted several already under construction 
and we hope that by tbe date fixed by Government , every colliery will have 
this 010enity , 

The ripinund for free supply of soap is not conceded by the Industry and 
wt dire of the opinion , after taking all circumstances into consideration , that 
it would not be proper . The soup may be made available near the pithoad 
bathy for yurchase at cost price . 

(30 ) Preference to Workers Children in the matter of Employment. 
Many of the labour leaders put before us a demand for preference to children 
and relatives of labourers in employment. On behalf of the Industry it was 
stutel that there was absolutely no objection to giving preference to children 
and relatives of employees if they, were efficient in the work for which they 
were intended . We feel that the Industry in right in the manner in which 
they have put the C ANA And the dleniand is thus mel , 

(81) Better Modical Facilities . We have seen some of the hospitals and 
dispensaries in the collieries . We have also recorded the evidence given by 
the Chief Medical Officers of Jharia , Afungol and Hazaribagh . All the Chief 
Medical Officers were agreed in saying that the medical facilities provided for 
the labourers in the colliories , generally speaking, Are inadequate and unsatis 
factory. It is true that in some big collieries better medical facilities exist 

We 
and the Management is prepared to expand the facilities still further . 
bave, however , come across cases where one doctor serving several collieries 
does not attend to the ailments of the labourers . He does not even know that 
there are calles which require attention and thus no proper medical facilities 
are afforded . 

We have noticed that sanitation in the dhowrabe in several places is wholly 
neglected . The medical officers who appeared before us candidly admitted

A doplorable state of affairs does exist and tho Inbour is right in demanding 
better medical fucilities and better sanitation . 

We understand that the Welfare Fund is tuking steps to establish one 
Central and two Regional Hospitul in euch of the Bengal and Jharia Coal 
fields . These will to a considerable extent provide better medical facilities , 
but will take at least five years to build . They are not intended to replace 
the hospital and dispensary facilities provided by the Management and it is 
confidontly expected that tho Management will grant the necessary amenities 
to the labour employed by them , and follow a progressive policy in this regard . 

Rules framed by the Mines Boards of Ilealth , if observed in both letter 
and spirit , will entirely eliminate these causes of adverse comment. The Chief 
Medical Officers appointed by the Boards of Ilealth have followed & policy of 
negotiation rather than enforcement by legal action . Whilst we have no fault 
to find with such a policy , we do feel that either a stronger line of action must 
be taken in the negotiations or recourse he had to the law . Whichever may 
be the ultimate action , we are convinced that a general improvement in sanita 
tion and housing conditions can and must be achieved . 

We are of the opinion that the Constitution of the Boards should be revised 
to provide mora representation of Labour and of the medical profession , as 
we believe this in itself will go a considorable way towards emphasising any 
irregularities that may exist and provide for their removal. It is the duty of 
the Boards to scA that their bye -laws are observed and it should not be entire 
ly the responsibility of the Chief Medical Officer to dotermine what degree 
of pressure should be brought to hear . We therofore recommend a more 
detormined policy he adopted by the Boards themselves for observance by 
their Chief Medical Officers . We nre satisfied that not all Chief Medical 
Oficers of tho Boards are lacking in the necesgary drive and personality , but 
where auch deficiency may be determined we do not hesitate to recommond 
replacement, for being the chief executive of the Board his office is one of 
tremendous responsibility , and he can make or mar the drive for improve 
ment in living conditions . 

We are also convinced that both Management and Labour can worthily 
play their part in this uplift movement . The Management can and must 
cooperate fully with the Board . We do not suggest that generally speaking 
the deficiencies for which they are responsible are intentional, but we do ask 
for more positive attention to this subject . Labour itselt must be taught and 
must learn that self help is half the battle and that without a positive con 
tribution on their part , much of the endeavour by others will be wasted and 
their conditions cannot materially improve . There Inbour leaders can find il 
useful field for thoir activities . 

We look forward to the day when a greater sense of pride is taken in the 
provision and maintenance of hospitals and dispensaries , and we put forward 
the suggostion that an annual competition might be held to determine which 
hospital and which dispensary hold pride of place . 

(32) Payment of Benefits under the Mines Maternity Benefit Act . - WC 
came across isolated cases where it was claimed that due bonefits had not 
been paid , but on enquiry we wore not satisfied that all qualifying conditions 
had heen fulfilled . 

It is felt that until the provisions of the Act are widely known and observed 
by the workers , there will continue to be a few cases of complaint, but # spe 
cial Medical Officer is on duty with the Department of Mines to investigate 
these and to see that the Act is fully implemionted . We consider this 
Adequate . 
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(39 ) Demand for Oreches .--- Thig demand had already boon met by the 
Blatutory obligation on ownors to make such provision , 

( 34 ) Provision of Houdes for Miners and Water Supply Arrangements . 
This problem has given us very considerable food for thought , as indeed it has 
too many before us. We are happy to know that the Welfare Fund has 
taken x big yiow and we understand , has mude provision , and is making 
arrangements , to construct some 50 ,000 houses of an improved type . Never 
theless we fear that many yeurs must clapse before the scheme comes into 
fruition . 

In our opinion , it is a matter of considerable urgency , as we find that over 
crowding is the rule ruther thun the exception , especially , at this time of the 
year when labour is at the maximum of supply . We appreciate the diff 
oulties experienced by the Industry in the past due to its depressed state pre 
valent over many ycars . We ronlise Also , the changes that have taken place , 
whereby locally rocruited labour now require housing instead of trekking to 
and from their homes, and the large replacement of local labour by recruit 
ment from further nfield in an endeavour to establish a more permanent 
labour force, such recruitinent in itself causing still further crowding within the 
limited accominodation available . Again , wo appreciate the efforts being 
made by many owners to relieve this congestion by cxtensive construction . 

Novertholess , the shortage obtning , and the makeshift arrangements (or 
lack of them ) at many collieries , coupled with the resultant insanitary , un 
hygienic, and often inmoral, living conditions , call for even inore prompt 
measurca then are envisaged under the Welfare Fund plan , if the stundard of 
living conditions is to be raised in an appreciable space of time. Fair As 
it inay appear, 10 luy the onus on the owner, it is an inescapable fact, that 
building requires extensive capital, and additions to capital postulates addi 
tional revenue chargos to pay interest and provide amortisation of capital. 
The problem can either he solved that way or ussistance be provided from 
the Welfaro cess . It is to be considered therefore whether tbo object would 
not be achieved at less cost and in a quicker space of time by granting subsi 
dies from tho Welfare Fund for construction by the collieries to an approved 
design . Wo agree it is not even a possibility on many collieries owing to 
goaving operations in the past or contemplated in the future , but in many 
cases the opportunity does exigt . We agree that model townships and / or 
villages are desirable , but we feel that a combination of a modified programme 
in this regard , coupled with an intensification of building at the collieries 
would more quickly alleviate the present unsatisfactory stato of affairs , 

As regards the type of structure , we are of the opinion that the planning 
should provide for the ultimate accommodation of at least two rooms per 
family , with single rooms for one or more single men . The Bhore Committee, 
we understand , has recommended 10 x 12 x 10 with n verandah 8 x 8 x 10 , 
with a kitchen , latrine and bathing place for a single man as a proper 
human habitation . For a family , two rooms each 10 x12 x 10 with a 
verandah , kitchen , bath -room and latrine ; with grown - up children , at least 
one extra room . This is the ideal to be aimed at and we hope the time may 
como when the coal industry may find it possible to provide such housing with 
the help of Government through the Welfare Fund . We feel that a kitchen 
and a washing place should be constructed in each unit, and that this recom 
mendation he giyen effect to immediately in all existing accomodation , 

We recommend that wherever water can be made ioni lile, sanitary 
latrines should be provided , but we hesitate to urge construir of earth 
closeta which we find from oxpcrionce to be eachewed universally . 

It is imperative that pukka droins in the surrounde of all bousing be pro 
vided and maintained . Kutcha drains can never he kept in a sanitary condi 
tion . 
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We have already commented to the effect that the worker must himself 
play his part und Te reiterate that unless he and his family cooperate in the 
maintenance of cleanliness in their homes and sanitary conditions in the 
surrounds , all efforts to improve their lot will be rendered largely nugatory . 

And finally , it is impcrative that the supply of water bo greatly increased , 
and all possible sources should be tapped . We understand that the Jheria 
Water Board has this matter actively in hand , but that in the Bengal coal 
field even investigations are comatose . We urge that this important aspech 
of health and comfort be re-opened . 

( 95 ) Education . We endorse the view of the Industry that education is : 
duty for the Stote , but that in spite of this , many primary schools are being 
maintained at individual collieries . We algo agree with them that unlogo 
education is compulsory it is unlikely to be embraced by the large majority , 
and compulsion is something it would be noither meet nor proper for the 
owners to attempt . They have expressed their willingness to cooperate , but 
not to accept liability for this euormous work . We appreciate their attitude 
and can only ask that they expand their existing activities as far as they may 
find pogrible , combining them with technical training. 

Following on the above , it is perhaps redundant for us to say that we 
cannot recommend imposing the linbility on the Industry for provision of higher 
eduention . 

(36 ) Supply of Rations - Wherever Ile went. He has complainty of had 
quality rica -:ind of sliort quantity , both regarrling food and cloth . We were 
told that l ouloi s experiencerl greni difficulty in securing cloth for their 
dependants . 

Giovernment build ontrusted the work of listributing rations of food and 
cloth to the inine ow1 ( S . They uile doing their best to cope with the situ . 
ation and have to lnko all manner of abuses from their employees for not 
giving propor supply though , as a matter of fact, it is short supply from Gov 
ernment that is almost entirely responsible for the trouble . So far as fonat 
is concerned , yurt inferior yunlity is suppliest ost present to the labourers , and 
they are most amoved . This lily got to be improve 

The coal industry is the key industry of all the industries in India , Labour 
oinplov. url herein therefore , must be kept uutisfied and contonted , and unust 
havi nequinti - rations ick tlicir trenuous work . Governnent must see that 
better quality of touil , and sufficient quantity of food and cloth are supplied 
for these lerbourers and their dependants. We are satisfied that the supply 
of cloth for dependants also through the industry is by far more preferable . 
This matter is one of the principal causes of discontent , if not the principal 
cuuse , and implementation of our recomiendations will not remove the 
calker unless we have succeeded in proving the necessity of making aperial 
provision for this industry in the matter of food and cloth supply , and that 
this necessity is neted upon . We, therefore , recommend that necessary teps 
bu tnken in this direction . Better quality and grouter quantity of food and 
other consumer goods must be made Available to absorb the incrense in 
wages that we huve l ecommenderi. Otherwise , we fear that our endenvours 
to improve the lot of the workers will lor rendered null and void cither bv infla 
tion or increased drunkenness . 

(87 ) Recreation Facilities .- - It is true that as a general rule , nany of the 
workers go to grog shops at week -ends . This is due to a certain extent , for 
want of involher entertaininent a voilable to them . There aro few recrention 
grounds and little in the way of amusenieuts, with the result that after work 
they resort to the groy shops nnd drink as much as they can aftord . We are , 
therefore , of the opinion that recreation grounds and amusement facilities 
must be provided . 
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18 . (38 ) Rallway Collieries . - Thebe ure State - owned collierty. We were sorry 
to find that hu1141118 conditions in those collieries were not satisfactory and 
adequult . Iu Giridih , the houses require repuirs . In Kurgalı , one loculuy in 
# purticular urca was filthy and insanitary . There was f10 110per water 
supply , even for washing purpines , and many of the houses in which tlic 
labourers were living were not fit for human habitation Street lighting wus 
rarely to be found ut Karyuli , though available at Argada . Water scarcity 
was noticed tverywheru . Argada was somewhit better than other places . 
It is but natural that labourers compluill about their living difficulties in those 
collieries . The CM . E ., for the Railway Board wus exined by us . IIe 
admitted the deplorable state existing in those vullicries and promised to see 
thet houses wer t properly repaired , nurc holibes constructed , und sunitury 
arrangements mustalled so as to avoid all criticism , We l ecommend thit the 
Government undertakos thiy At the earliest possible opportunity . Overcrowd 
ing should be avoided in every place by constructing more dhurnhs , and all 
dhowrnus should be filled with kitchen and washing places . Publio lixtrines 
and urinals should be erected wherever possible , and sufficient water supply 
should also be made available to them , both for drinking and washing 
purposes , 

In Railway collierien we heard segerich complaints of non -pavincnt of dar 
nens allowance and interim rolief. It was omplained before us that the Rail 
way Managenient had paid the money to the contractors. but that the cou 
tractors hird not paid the same to the labourers and in some cases , payments 
had not been mada ut all . This requires cry careful juvestigation . We re 
commend that a committee of enquiry he immediately appointed to go into 
theqe questions, and if payınents have not been made, they should be inade 
immediatel: This C . M . E told us there were no inses of misappropriation but 
that an enquiry was to be held . This action we support . 

Regarding wages in Railway collieries , we are satisfied that they should 
fall in line with those recommended by us for labour in other areus . 

W have already stated that the raising contract systom should be abolish 
ed . This funtem is most prevalent in the Railway Collieries, it is responsibla 
for several malpractices and wrongs , and it should be Abolished at the arliest 
possible moment 


19. OONOLUSIONS 
Portfolio . --- Resulting from our investigations, we find thut the interests of 
various Central Government departments clash , and until unified direction is 
brought within the purview of me Ministry , the smooth working of this , the 
basic industry , will he greatly retarded . 

General. - It has been our under you to lunl with all matters of common 
demand, and to dispose of such domestic friction as lay within our power 
during the constitution of the Board , bul it has apuenred to us that urgency 
in prescitation of our Report has been of over -riding importance . We have 
found ourselves unable therefore , to investigate and conciliate on all minor 
matters of individual concern , which , we believe to be more in the province of 
the Government of India Labour Conciliation Officer. This latter officer , Mr. 
Narsingh , has been constantly at our clisposal and has rendered 118 yeoman 
servi .f . 

In spite of the agreement we have reached , -We are apprehensive of the 
future by virtue of the many political parties controlling, respective Unions , 
and the danger that political rather than industrinl considerations will guide 
the destiny of Labour , 
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le ( lated one appeal to all Unlul CAccutivos to lestrict their uctivitius to 
the Labou " Thent vily illud to discurd politicul pubboleths and aims 
Otherwise , we fear that peace will never be maintained and , if not muintained , 
the workers will lu the greutest gulurers . 

Dato from which beneats will accrue . We have most carefully considered 
the question as to the date from which the benefits we recommend should 
have effect, and we are of the opinion thut this should be on the day that our 
Report is published by the Government of India and by the Government of 
Bihar, for collieries and factories respectively , and it is our view that publi 
cati » should be mude by both Governments simultaneously . 

We are happy to record that, subject to the provigo heroinbelow stated , 
our conclusions and recommendations are unanimous , and we trust that they 
will be honoured by all members of the Industry and all sections of Labour 
alike . 

Wo wish to record our gratitudo to the various bodies who have so readily 
plnced nocommodation at our disposal for conduct of the Board s business ,

We learn that this is a misnomer as the expression is generally under 
stood , and that there are three small contructors , ouch with n gang of some 
forty workers , whose duties are the handling of coke into wagons and to and 
from stock . Each " Contractor takes one shift and himself supervises the 
work of his men . Considerable difficulties would arise by the abolishment of 
this practice and we are of the opinion that protection of this labour can be 
still further ensured by their payment from the Coke Plant Ofico , which we 
recommend .

1. These orders shall come into force on and from ... .. 

2 . In these orders unless there is anything repugnant in the subjeot or 
context : 
(a ) " Employees " means all work people male or female employed above 

ground or underground either directly by the Company or under & 
Contractor or Contractors except those who come within the cate 
gory of Officers of the Company or those whose average pay 

exceeds Rs . 200 per month . 
(b ) The " Company " means.............. 
(c ) The “ Contractor " means Contractor appointed by the Company but 

does not include Commission Contractor. 
(d ) The masculine includes the feminines . 
le ) Employees shall be classed as ( 1) Permanent, (2) Probationers, (8 ) 

Bedlis or Substitutes , (4 ) Temporary , (5 ) Apprentices . 
(1) A " Permanent ” employee is one who is appointed for an unlimited 

period or who has put in 12 months continuous service . 
(8 ) A " Probationer " is ono who is provisionully employed to fill a per 

manent vacancy and has not completed 6 months service in that 
post. If a permanent employee is cmployed as a probationer in 
a new post ho may , at any time during the probationary period 

not exceeding 6 months be reverted to his substantive post . 
( h ) A " Badli" or " Substitute is one who is appointed in the post of a 

perinanant employee or probationer who is temporarily absent . 
(i) A " Temporary ” employee is ono who is engaged for work which is of 

an essentially temporary character . 
(j) An " Approntice " is a learner who is paid an allowance during the 

period of his truining either from the date he is taken on or on 

expiry of any probationary period . 
3 . (a ) Notification to employoes regarding period and hours of work shall 

be posted at the office of the Mine in accordance with Chapter VI 

of Indian Mines Act . 
(b ) Notice spocifying holidays , pay days and wage rates payable to all 

classes of workers shall be posted at the office of the Mines . 
(c ) Payinont of wages to a Contractor s employee shall be witnessed by 

An Official of the Company duputed for the purpose in writing. 
Deurness Allowance shall ho paid to every individual employee of 

& contrnctor and not to the contractor. 
(d ) Any wages due to the employee but not paid on the usual puy day 

on account of their being unelaimed shall be paid by the company 
or the contractor ng the case niay be on such unclaimed wage pay 
day in each week as may be notified to the einployees and follow 
ing the day on which a substantiuted claim was presented by the 
employee or on his behalf by his legal representatives provided 
that such clnim is submitted within 12 months from the date on 

which the wages become due to the employee . 
(e ) All woekly and daily paid workers should receive 17 times their daily 

wage for Sunday work . 
NOT : - Daily wage includes basio plus approved porcentage Increase but exoludes 04h 
concession and free rice, which will continuo on the ormo scule 48 week days 


Axpiry 
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4 . Shift working notices shall be posted at the Office of the Mine in accord 
ance with Chapter VI of Indian Mines Act . 

5 . All employous shall be at work on the colliury at the times fixed and 
notitied to them . An employee attending luto shall be liable to be treated us 
absent und have his wages deducted for tho poriod of lateness. Habitual late 
attendance shall be treated as misconduct , 

6 . Any direct employee of the Company other than a miner or louder who 
desires to obtain leuvo of absence shall apply in writing to the houd of his 
depurtment or the Manuger of the Colliery . If the employee romains absent 
beyond the period of leave originally granted or subsequently extended he shall 
lose his lien ou his appointinent unless 

( 1) he returns within 8 days of the expiry of the luave, and , 
(2 ) gives an explanutiou to the satisfaction of the Manager of his inability 

to return before the expiry of leuve . In case the employee loses 
his lien on the appointment he shall be entitled to be kept on the 

“ Badli " list. 
It leave in refused or postponed tho feet of such refusal or postponement 
and the reasons therefor shall be recorded in writing in a Leave Register to be 
maintained for this purpose and if the employee su desires , a copy of such entry 
in the Register shall he supplied to him . 

7. (a ) Continuous service for a period of 12 months on the colliery will qualify 
a monthly paid employee for a period of 12 conseoutive duys and a weekly 
paid employee , miner or loader or other piece worker for 7 consecutive days 
leave, on full average pay or wages as the case may be. 

Explanation . - A monthly paid employee shall be deemed to have completed 
& period of 12 months continuous service notwithstanding any interruption 
in service during thuse 12 months brought about by sichness , accident , or 
authorised leave not exceeding 90 days in the aggregate for all three, or by a 
lock - out, or by & strike which is not an illegal strike, or any intermittent 
periods of involuntary unemployment not exceeding 30 days in the aggregate ; 

A weekly paid employee or surface piece worker shall be deemod to have 
completed 12 months continuous service if he has during the said 12 months 
put in not less than 265 nttendances : 

A miner or loader or underground piece worker shall be deomed to have 
completed 12 months continuous service if he has during the said 12 months 
put in not less than 190 attendances . 

PROVIDED) uovertheless no employee or worker shall be entitled to leave 
with pay if he his during the qualifying period of 12 months buken purt in an 
illegal strike . 

(b ) Such leave shall be granted during the 12 months following the qualify 
ing period of 12 months continuous service , and the time at which such leave 
shall be granted shall be ut the discretion of the Company . 

(c ) For the purpose of computing qualifying attendance for lcave with pay 
ns above provided , this Order shall be deemed to have como into operation with 
effect from 1st September 1946 . 

(d ) Leave pay for a miner , londer or other pieco worker shall be coinputed 
on the basis of the daily averago carning of all the workers of the same category 
during the month of August prior to his leave . For the purpose of such com 
putation the cash value of any free issue of food and any cash compensation 
drawn by the workers during the said month shall be similarly averaged and 


shall be taken intoners during the said month ond and any cash combine 
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(e) Leave pay for a weekly paid worker shall be computed on the basis , 
his average daily earning during the week preceding his leave. The cash value 
of any freo issue of food and unly cash compensation druwn by the worker shall 
be taken into account. 

(1) Six days pay computed as above shall be payable to the worker of which 
50 per cent. shall be paid to him before he proceeds on leave . 

8 . The Company muy at any time or times in the event of underground 
trouble , fire , catastrophe , breakdown of machinery or stoppage of power supply , 
epidemics , civil commotion or other cause beyond the control of the Company 
stop any section or sections of the Colliery , wholly or partially for any period 
or periods without notice and without compensation in lieu of notice. 

In tho event of such stoppage during working hours the employees affected 
shall be notified by notices put up on the notice board in the departments con 
cerned or at the office of the Manager as soon as practicable . 

Compulsory leuve with pay sball be given to the extent of any privilege 
leave due to the employee . If no privilege leave is due tho compulsory leave 
will be without pay but the period will count as qualifying service in so far as 
Provident Fund mombership or gratuity is concerned . 

9 . For terminating employment whether by the management or the ein 
ployees notive shall be given in writing both by the Management and employees . 

(a ) One month s notice for monthly staff. 

(b ) One week s notice for weekly stutt. 
The Management muy make puyment in lieu of notice. When an employee 
draws wages of a piece - rate his weekly wages shall be computed on the average 
daily earnings of such employoo for the duys actually worked during the previous 
wage period . 

No temporary employee whether monthly paid or weekly paid or piece 
rated or probationer , or substitute shall be entitled to any notice or pay in lieu 
thereof if his servicos are terminated . 

If any permaneut employee leaves service without notice he shall be liable 
to be used for damages . 

10 . An employee may be suspended , fined , or dismissed without notice or 
any compensation in lieu of notice if he is found to be guilty of misconduot ; 
and the following Acts of commission shall be treated an misconduct . 
(a ) Wilful, fraud , or dishonesty in connection with the Company s busi 

ness or property . 
(b ) Theft , fraud , or dishonesty in connection with the Company s busi 

nens or property . 
(c ) Damage to employer s goods or property . 
(d ) Taking or giving bribes or any illogal gratification whatsoever . 
( e ) Absenve without leave . 
(f) Habitual late attendance. 
(8 ) Breach of Indian Mines Act, Rules or Standing Orders. 
(1 ) Riotous or disorderly behaviour in the Colliory or any act subversive of 

discipline. 
(i) Habitual negligence or neglect of work . 
(1) Frequent repetition of any act or omission for which a fine may he 

imposed . 
No order of dismissal shall be made unless the employee concerned is 
informed in writing of the alleged misconduct and is given an opportunity to 
explain the circumstances alleged against him . The approval of the Owner , 
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Agent or Ubiet Mining Engineer of the Company is required in every case of 
dişmişsul und when circumstancos uppear to warrant it that officer shall instituto 
separato independent enquiries before dealing with the charges against an 
einployee . 

If ou enquiry the order is confirmed or modified , the employee shall be 
deemed to be ubsent from duty for the period of suspension and shall not be 
entitled to any remuneration for such period . If, however , the order is rescinded , 
the ernployeu shall be deemod to be on duty during the full period of suspension 
and shall be entitled to the same wages as he would have received if he had been 
suspended . 

11 . All complaints arising out of vinployment including those relating to 
unfair treatment or wrongtul exaction on the part of the employer or his servant 
shall be submitted to the Manager of the Colliery with rights of appeal to the 
owner , Agent or Chief Mining Engincer. 

12 . Every permanent employeo shall be entitled to a servich certificate at the 
time of leaving service, dismissal or discharge . 

13 . The decision of the inunngement upon any question arising out of, in 
connection with or incidental to these orders , shall be final. 

14 , A copy of these orders in English and also in the principal regional 
language of the local area in which the colliery is situnted shall be posted at the 
Manager s office and in such other places on the colliery as the Company may 
decide and shall be kept into legible condition .
